3. The cost of a funeral is not deter- . 
mined-primarily by the-cost of the coffin, 
or even by the cost of services rendered. 
The largest item in the cost of a funeral 
is overhead. There are many more fu- 
neral directors than the number required 
to handle the business effectively. In 
the U.S. a few years ago, 60 per cent of 
the firms averaged one funeral per week 
and..95..per..cent..averaged. fewer thas... 
300 per year. What other business could 
operate at all on such a low volume, ex- 
cept by charging fantastic prices?

Mental Retardation 


It is remarkable that in the last three 
years there has been a tremendous increase 
in our knowledge of what causes many 4 
chiid to be mentally retarded, or handi- 
capped, or deformed from 
birth. A geneticist says to 
many a troubled mother. 
she just must not blame 
herself, because the defect 
in her child was prepared 
for at. the moment of. is 
conception 
—Few_people outside the 
profession know 
that. in order for the ovum 
and the spermatozoon to 
prepare for uniting, each 
has to throw away half of its chromatin. The 
chromosomes. are tiny. bodies—46 of them 
which are found in the nucleus, or all-impor- 
tant central part of each cell of the body of 
@ man, woman or child. 

Todaywe know that in some instances, 
@s the ovum and the spermatozoon try to 
throw-away-hall-of their chromosomes, they 
keep one that ought to have gone out. Lf this 
happens to be one that is called-the 22st, the 
resulting child will have three of them in- 
stead of the normal two, and this is called 
trisomy. Most of the children ‘who have 
trisomy are mentally retarded, and look so 
much like'an Oriental that they are called 
mongolians or mohgoloids. 

For some reason not yet clear, this defect 
Is three times more likély to occur in wornen 
who have a child late, after they are 40 years 
of age. There is also a hereditary influence 
as shown by the fact that there are a few 
cases on record in which there were from two 


to four mongolians in one genération of a 
family. 1 know of a family in which four 


cousins are mongolians. I know, also, of a 
family in which, out of five G&iidren, one is a 
mongolian and one is an ordinarily mentaliy 


one talks to the mother of a mongolian ci ld, 
one hears that she prev: iously had two 
three miscarriages, and t) hese may have con 
due to the same disturber ace which produced 
the-mongoittan:.

could be kept constant, or changed at will, 
and they, too, had trouble tryir ng to find what 
the change‘is that causes pain 

Now [read that Dr. Joseph L. Hollander 
of Philadelphia, who studies patients in a 
Specially-bullt constant-température room, 
has found that usually he’can cause arthritic 
pains. to. flare up.if he lowers the barometric 
pressure, and at the same time raises the de- 
gree of humidity,
